Since the main fortification lines are located behind the 'parlous Border Guard 
zLtava headquarters five or more kilometers Inland from the border, the zastava 
headquarters are dependent on a system of fortification known as the ''Circular 
Defense System" for their own defense in case of an enemy attack, ^is system 
consists of a trench which enoiroles the zastava headquarters some 30 to faO 
meters from the headquarters buildings,, three heavy ma, chine gun positions, and 
three bunkers containing two or three heavy machine guns and encircled by 
barbed-wire. The three bunkers are equidistant from each other and can be 
entered only through the underground tunnels which connect them to 'the head- 
ouarters building. The bunker walls are 1.00 to 150 centimeters thick and 
contain two or three heavy machine guns with a field of fire covering all 
approaches. Ammunition is stored in the bunkers and is to be replenished 
during fighting by a team consisting of a master sergeant and the zastava s cook 

and baker* 

The heavy machine gun positions are located in the middle of the trenches which 
extend in an arch between the hunkers, but from which no entry into the bunkers 
is possible. The trenches contain slngie-man firing positions evep five or 
six meters and are connected to the headquarters building by auxiliary trenches. 
In case of an Attack on the zastava headquarters the defense line can be manned 
in no more than two minutes without exposing any of the men to enemy fire.
